Be Invested in Public Drinking
Fountala,

The various Fourth of July oom-
mittees met In the Onsenven offos
Friday evening and audited the bills
contractedd by the committees
in charge of the blg two days' cele-
bration, The cost of the numerous
entertalnment features were all found
to be very closs to the previous esti-
mates of the exsoutive committse,
proving that the filnavcial end of the
celebration had been ably managed.
All bills were pald by warrant on
Treasurer N. L. Gluy, and by holding
these cavcelled vouchers and the
original bills, the Ainance committeo
will be abls to aceount for the disposi-
tion of the [und to a cent,

As nearly as enn be ascertained at
the present time, about $1%5 will
remnin In the treasurer's hands after
all bills have been pald. This amount
will be held {n trust by the linance
committee for those who contributed
to the fund, untll Iostructions are
recaived as to what shall be done with
it,

From what the Osseaver haslearned
as to the wishes of the contributors, it
seems to be the general desire that the
money shall be used In placing a peat
drinking fountnin on Main street,
someéwhere pear the center of the
Courthouse square, The need of a
public drinking fountain has long
been felt in Dallas, and the expendi-
ture of the remainder of the Fourth of
July fund insecuring this needed con-
venionce seems to meet with general
approval,

The style or cost of o fountain has
not béen considered, but it i¢ hardly
probable that $125 would pay for a
fountain that would be ereditable to
the genersl appearance of thecity, In
crse this amount should prove Insaffi-
clent to secure o neat and useful foun-
tain, It would not be out of place to
call upon the Qity Couneil to appro-
printe 8 reagonable amount to make
up the deficlency.

The Onepaves would suggest that
the council appoiut a committee to act
with the celebration committee in
ascertaining the cost ol a neat and
substantial fountain—one that will be
80 constructed as to furnish water for
men, horsea and dogs—and that these
committees report the result of their
investigations ut the eavliieat possilile
date, The movement for a publio
drioking fountain is too good to be
delayed or lost sight of, and now Is the
time to act,

C. L. STARR IS CHOSEN

Polk County Man Elected to Oifice of
Secretary of State Normal
Regents.

€. L. Starr, editor of the Falla City
News, and until recently School Buper-
intendent of Polk county, was electad
to the office of Becretary of the State
Normal Regents by a unanimous vote
of the board at a meeting hold in Ba-
lem, Wedoesday afternoon, The office
carrles a salary of $1600 a year aod
axpenses,

Mr, Starr is a pative of California,
having been born in Baota Clara
county, Febroary 19, 1577. He moved
with his parents to Yambhlill county,
Oregon, when a chlld, and later came
to Polk county where he recelved bla
education in the schools of Dallas and
Palls City. He begun teaching at the
early agoof 17 years and followed that
ocoupation with splendid success for a
period of six years. In 1000 he was
elected School Buperintendent of Polk
county, and [o 1904 was re-eleated by
a handsome majority. Last year he
waa one of the principal teschers In
the Summer Normal school in Moo-
mouth. In 1902 he was honored by the
teaohera of Oregon by election to the
office of President of the State Depart-
ment of Superintendence of the Ore-
gon Htate Teachers' Association.

As Bupsrintendent of Polk County,
Mr. Starr wasoriginal and progreasive
fu his methods, and the sehools of the
county were brought to a high degroe
of afficiency under his direction. He
was the originator of the plan of hold-
fng annual school officers’ meetings
in connection with the county teachers’
{nstitutes, a plan that has sinos besn
adopted by nearly every county in the
state, Ho was alao the father of the
splendid School Chblldren’s Industrial
Fair held in Dallas last Fall. He
voluntarily resigoned the offies of
Superintendent a few mounths ago to
become the editor and publisher of the
Falls Qity Newsa. \

Mr, Starr will move to Balem at
once to sssume the duties of his new
position, where an office will be fitted
gp for him in the Capitol building.
His work ns Secretary of the Normal
Schools will requlre his entire atton-
tion, but he will retain bis nowspaper
